opposes the em ploy iiienl of deaf 
teachers in our school's, on theoniiind 

that their infirmity disqualifies them 
for teaching articulation, although on 
investigation, it will be found that, 
for breadth of culture and efficiency, 

our semi-mute teachers will rank with 

the best In all our institutions. In 

his blind advocacy of the oral me- 
thod, he WOuld exclude from the 
work of educating the deal", such men 
of blessed memory as Henry Winter 

gyle and Samuel T. Greene, whose

DS, this grand aim and object of all effort 

should be constantly kept in view or

make them rational, thinking beings. 

To i hose who are in constant eon-

fect medium of eommuiiieat ion. 
How, then, We ask, is It possible to 
develop their minds and morals tC 
the same extent by I he halting, 
stammering speech and Imperfect 

lip reading, with which a large major- 
ity have to content them Ten 

in the very best of I lie schools that 
depend upon these methods? 

In the report of the Oral Branch 
of the Pennsylvania School, Miss 

McDowell says : 

" The supei lority of the oral system is 

made manifest by the practical use lhal the 
pupils make of (heir speech, nol in Ihe 

superior information they may acquire 
their ability to communicate saatb and 

readily with the hearing World, rat her I him 
In (heir ability lo pass an exhaustive ex- 

There is a tacit admission here 

that the pupils in lhai department of 

the school cannot stand so exhaus- 
tive an examination as those (aught 
manually, and if this he so the qai 
lion is settled. The Oral Hianch of 

the Pennsylvania Institution has now, 

it seems, been established long enough 

for a fair comparison to be instituted, 

and if the best that can be said in its 
favor is that its pupils, while not able 

to stand an exhaustive examination, 

are yet, by reason of speech, put 
in closer relations with speaking 
people, we must insist the oral de- 
partment of the school has failed lo 

do what is proposed— via., to educate 
the pupils as well as by the manual 
method, and in addition to give them 

speech. 

Now if these pupils really had 

speech It would be a different matter, 

but when what is called speech con 

lists of that which oannol be so term- 
ed except by the greatest stretch of 
courtesy, the price paid tor it, we 
submit, is entirely out of proportion 
to the gain. 

In the combined schools, where 

eoh is only regarded as an accom- 
plishment, and where it is taught in 

addition lo real education and not to 
the exclusion of it, we give such 
pupils as arc capable enough speech 

to be understood by their intimate 

friends, and this, we take it, is all 
that can be done in any case. 

That this is true may be gathered 
footn Miss Moffat I 's report of the 
criticisms of visilors Io her school- 
room. She says : 

IS as to just 
what Is meant when visitors »sk an articu- 
hiiion teacher, "Will they ever learn to 

talk " It usually comes in answer lo the 

questions of the tea. whether they 

understand what Ihe children have snid. 
" Yes," they reply, "but will they evet 

learn to talk f" It Is such a quiet set back, 

following, as il .'iliiinsl invan , an 

bltion of what we have considered a 

miserable degri f prollcicncy.

We are to ha\e a new Institution 

for deaf-mutes of North Carolina ! 
To say how much we feel relieved 

at the idea that We shall have a new 
school for deaf and dumb pupils 

8</>ttr<tfr from the blind at the present 
Institute, where the deaf and the 
blind have been "mixed up" since 
the war, we can't hardly express il. 

The General Assembly has passed 
an act lo build it, by almost an un- 
animous vote. Then the location of 
the new school was claimed between 
the western and eastern side. It was 
one of the most closely contested 
contests in the record of the Legisla- 
ture. Put, however, the coininillce 
on the Deaf, Dumb and Blind Insti- 
tute reporting, as between Morgan- 
town and Raleigh, favored the former. 
On the second reading in the House, 
Raleigh won by a very (dose majority, 
but in the Senate Morgantown won, 
and on the final reading in the 
House, (he eastern side rcfusiie 

ourrenee, but however, was over- 
whelmed, Morgantown took the 
laurels. 

It is tO be greatly regretted that 
Raleigh was not chosen for the loca 
lion of (he new school, as a mailer of 
pride of the Capitol, and also owing 
to it 1 icing I he \ cry ecu I re of the Slate 
when- the deaf children could find 
more convenience and less expense lo 
come from the east and west ends of 
the Slate. 

Put, however, the Legislature 
wisely decided to separate the deaf 
and dumb from the blind, and put 
them on a farm where they might be 
self-supporting, for the attention of 
the Assembly bad been called to the 
fact thai a large majority of the deaf 

boys, when nto field of labor 

from school, where agriculture is 

taught, will find themselves capable 

of making their living on farms. 

Morgantown is in the western part 
of the State, situated on a very high 

elevation, oommanding the grandest 

view of the mountains of the Blue 
Ridge Range.
